. An account of a series of experi- 
ments in tree planting several years 
ago,:in which.I Participated. many be 
of interest. 

I. may premise by stating the ex- 
traordinury fact that apple. trees 
planted :badly, according to current 
rules as to good planting, grew better 
than those planted in the orthodox 
“way. 

Trees with injured roots not trim- 
med were huddled into small holes, 
the soil over then: being stamped vio- 
Jently and yet they made more. growth 
than trees planted in the usual way 
with the roots carefully trimmed to 
cut off broken or bruised portions.
